AGAWAM - “Memorial Day is very emo- 
tional for me,” said Anne Cesan as she stood 
looking at the monument on the Veterans Green 
with a plaque listing the names of Agawam res- 
idents who lost their lives in the Korean War. 

Cesan, waiting for the annual Memorial Day 
parade to start, said her father was a Korean 
War veteran who died in the Holyoke Soldiers 


Home in 2008. 


“My dad was very patriotic — and he instilled 
that in me. He taught me how to fold the Ameri- 
can flag when I was in fourth grade,” she said. 

Cesan was among hundreds of Agawam resi- 
dents who turned out on Monday, May 28 to 
honor armed forces members who have died in 
all of the nation’s wars — from the Revolution- 
ary War to the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan.

Community rallies at ‘Relay’ 


Raises $36,000 to 


fight Cancer

hen the first annual Ameri- 

can Cancer Society’s Relay 
For Life of Agawam ended, many 
of the nearly 500 participants were 
exhausted — as well as enthusias- 
tic and excited — by what they had 
accomplished during the 15-hour 
Relay. 

Not only had they succeeded in 
increasing awareness of cancers, 
but they also shattered the Relay’s 
fundraising goal of $30,000 by 
nearly $6,000. 

Many participants started off 
as perfect strangers when they ar- 
rived at 5 p.m. on Saturday, May 
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Some of her contacts she met back 
in the 1970s and they still commu- 
nicate today.

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Boldyga votes to support veterans 


BOSTON - In an ongoing commitment 
to providing jobs and expanding access to a 
range of services for veterans, active-duty mil- 
itary and their families, State Rep. Nicholas 
A. Boldyga, R-Southwick, joined his House 
colleagues in passing The Valor Act. 

“I have always supported our military ser- 
vicemen and women and was honored to con- 
tinue my efforts on their behalf by supporting 
this bill. Massachusetts has always had a loyal 
and historic record of supporting our veter- 
ans. This bill will assist veterans in Agawam, 
Granville, Russell and Southwick and across 
the Commonwealth. Whether they seek to buy 
a home, enter the workforce or further their 
education, the Valor Act will help our service- 
men and women transition smoothly into ci- 
vilian life,” said Boldyga. 

The Valor Act will assist veterans and ac- 
tive military members by improving business, 
educational, and housing opportunities. The 
Valor Act includes Republican-led provisions 
— initially offered in the GOP Jobs Package 
— that will improve veterans’ services in a 
number of areas including: 

Higher Education: The Valor Act will re- 
quire public institutions of higher learning to 
adopt new policies and procedures to award 
proper academic credit for a veteran’s prior 


military training, coursework and experience. 

Professional Certification Reciprocity: The 
state’s boards of professional licensure will 
now consider military education and training 
earned by a member of the Armed Forces or 
military reserves towards professional certifi- 
cations and licenses. 

Housing: The Valor Act will ease the cost 
of housing, utilities, medical services and food 
for Gold Star families. It will also expand eli- 
gibility for the Massachusetts Military Family 
Relief Fund while simultaneously eliminating 
the $2,500 Property Tax Exemption Cap for 
Gold Star Spouses. 

Business Support: The Valor Act will facili- 
tate seed money for veteran owned businesses. 
It will also promote public/private partner- 
ships and the participation of service-disabled 
veteran-owned small businesses in public 
construction and design projects. 

“We will never be able to truly repay our 
veterans and their families for their sacrifice, 
but our commitment to improve their services 
and benefits reflects our best efforts to do so,’ 
said Boldyga. 

The Valor Act will now be sent to Confer- 
ence Committee where it will be reconciled 
with a similar bill passed by the State Senate 
earlier this month.

During the evening and overnight hours, 
members of the nearly 40 Relay teams de- 
veloped a special bond as they held onsite 
fundraisers, shared meals cooked on portable 
grills, and engaged in conversations at their 
campsites while other participants tried to 
sleep or walked laps around the track. 


Strangers in night unite 

By 8 a.m. Sunday morning when the Re- 
lay concluded, they were no longer strangers. 
They had become a family united in a com- 
mon cause. Many said this spirit of unity will 
last well beyond the 15-hour Relay because 
of their common objective: eradicating can- 
cer. 

Team Inspire, co-captained by Agawam 
sisters Joanne Lyne and Christene Smith, 
raised the most of any team — nearly $10,000 
— becoming the only team to reach the Re- 
lay’s platinum fund-raising level. 

“It was an amazing experience,’ said Lyne. 
“All my team members did a great job. We 
were all touched by how generous family and 
friends were. I’m very proud of how much 
we raised. It was an honor to receive the plat- 
inum sign at the Relay.” 

Lyne added that although her children sold 
bracelets at soccer games, the major source 
of donations came from her employer, Land- 
mark Partners, LLC, in Simsbury, Conn., as 
well as her co-workers. 

“The company donated $2,500, plus 
matched all employee donations. My co- 
workers also were very generous. Several 
people in our work family have been affected 
by cancer, so it’s a cause close to our hearts,” 
she said. 

‘Tve never done the Relay before, so I 
didn’t know what to expect, but it exceeded 
my expectations,’ added Lyne. “Our team 
was awesome. We walked together as a 
group throughout the night, motivating each 
other to keep going.” 

Her team — which included three cancer 
survivors — is determined to come back next 
year and hopes to raise more than $10,000. 

Agawam ready to fight back 
against cancer 

Helen van Riel, the cancer society staff 
member who helped to organize the Relay, 
said exceeding the goal is “outstanding” for a 
first-year event. “It’s also an indicator that the 
Agawam community is truly ready to fight 
back against cancer in their own town.” 

She added that while it’s very special to 
have a first-year Relay in a community, it’s 
“extraordinary” to have so many teams that 
have never done a Relay achieve fundraising 
club levels. 

“In addition to the one platinum team 
(Team Inspire), we had two ‘Rising Star’ 
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teams (Attitude of Gratitude, Team Curves), 
three bronze teams (Jan’s Jokers, Team Ros- 
si, Marie’s Meatballs), and two silver teams 
(Team Clark, Kathy’s Krusaders).” 

She attributed the success of the Relay to 
its planning committee and the participating 
teams. 

“The committee put their heart and soul 
into the planning, and it showed,” said van 
Riel. “Everything was well-organized and 
meaningful.” 

Janine acolo, the Relay’s community co- 
chair was “thrilled” — not only by the support 
from residents but also with the turnout at the 
event. 

“Beating our goal only seals the deal on 
how successful our event was. The commu- 
nity support, especially the local businesses 
that contributed or were event sponsors, made 
a huge difference. They also helped to create 
excitement for our Relay by participating in 
the ‘Paint Main Street Purple’ contest,” said 
Iacolo, who in addition to serving as Relay 
co-chair, co-captained Jan’s Jokers. 

She dedicated the Relay to her late brother, 
Jan Sadowski Jr., who died of cancer. “I’m 
honored to continue Jan’s determination to 
act and to fight back against cancer,” she said 
in her opening address at the Relay. 

Iacolo said one of reasons for the Relay’s 
first-year success is the fact that cancer af- 
fects so many people. 

“People in Agawam really wanted a way 
to come together to celebrate and remember 
their loved ones. Our Relay provided that op- 
portunity,” she said. 

For the past several years, AHS students 
held a mini-Relay at the school that Heather 
Gonyeau — student co-chair for the Relay — 
helped organize. “The overnight component 
this year definitely added more excitement. I 
couldn’t believe how much it grew and how 
many people attended.” 

Gonyeau added that since many students 
participated in the min-Relay in previous 
years, they became involved in the overnight 
Relay, too. “We held meetings after school a 
couple times a month. I also had a booth dur- 
ing lunch where students could pick up team 
captain packets and other information.” 

She said a number of students formed 
teams while others just attended the day of 
the Relay to support the cause. 

“We fund-raised in a lot of different ways 
— from holding bake sales to just asking for 
donations. At the Relay, one team, Challenge 
Accepted, set up a booth where people do- 
nated for a chance to score a goal on the AHS 
varsity soccer goalie.” 

Late start, but positive results 

van Riel said she and the committee were 
especially pleased to hear so many positive 
comments during the event — especially since

Lori Werbiskis, like many Agawam resi- 
dents at the Relay For Life at AHS, found 
it to be a deeply emotional experience.

My husband, 
Michael Werbiskis III, was only 53 when he 
died of brain cancer in January 2011. I found 
the speakers’ words to be very touching 
and heartfelt,’ said Werbiskis as she walked 
around the track on Saturday, May 19 with 
her friend Teresa Burns. 

Werbiskis was not a member of a Relay 
team. She decided at the last minute to visit

Reflecting on the 
June 1 tornado 


his week marks one year since the devas- 

tating tornadoes moved through Western 
Massachusetts on June 1, 2011, damaging or 
destroying homes and trees and killing three 
people — two of them in West Springfield 
alone. 

The path of destruction from the EF3 tor- 
nado ran 39 miles and, at its largest, reached 
a maximum width of one-half mile. It first 
touched down in the Munger Hill section 
of Westfield with damage mainly to trees, 
which were uprooted or snapped, but in- 
tensified as it moved into West Springfield. 
Several structures there collapsed and still 
others lost their upper stories. 

As it blew through Springfield, Wil- 
braham and Monson, the tornado in- 
creased in size, until it hit Brimfield and 
measured nearly a quarter mile accord- 
ing to the National Weather Service. 
Earlier this week, as the heat and humid- 
ity rose in Western Mass, a tornado watch 
was issued by the Storm Prediction Center 
for New York state and Berkshire County in 
Western Mass., a stark reminder of Mother 
Nature’s power during a time when most of 
the residents here are trying to deal with the 
emotions that the June 1 anniversary brings. 

We feel it’s important to acknowledge the 
upcoming anniversary, which will be cel- 
ebrated in West Springfield with a reflective 
garden dedication Friday, June 1 from 3 to 
5:30 p.m. at 615 Main St. The event is spon- 
sored by the greater West Springfield long- 
term recovery group Raising Hope Together. 
For information about the events, call 413- 
204-0603. 

And given that the anniversary is upon us 
and the atmosphere is clearly unsettled, we 
feel it’s important to remind our readers what 
to do in the event that a tornado strikes. 

First and foremost, familiarize yourself 
with the terms associated with tornadoes. 
According to the Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency, which has information on 
its website (www.ready.gov/tornadoes), a 
“tornado watch” means tornadoes are pos- 
sible. Residents should remain alert for ap- 
proaching storms and watch the sky. A “‘tor- 
nado warning” means a tornado has been

sighted or indicated by weather radar. Take 
shelter immediately in the event a warning 
is issued. 

Danger signs that indicate a tornado may 
be possible include a dark, greenish-looking 
sky; large hail; a large, dark, low-lying cloud 
(particularly if rotating) or loud roar, simi- 
lar to a freight train. If you see approaching 
storms or any of the danger signs, prepare to 
take shelter. 

If you’re in a building when a tornado 
strikes, go to a shelter area such as a base- 
ment, storm cellar or the lowest building 
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level. If there is no basement, go to the cen- 
ter of an interior room on the lowest level 
(closet/interior hallway) away from corners, 
windows, doors and outside walls. Put as 
many walls between you and the outside as 
possible. Get under a sturdy table and use 
your arms to protect your head and neck. 

If you are outside, immediately get into 
a vehicle, buckle your seat belt and drive to 
the closest sturdy shelter. If your vehicle is 
hit by flying debris while you are driving, 
pull over and park. Stay in the car with the 
seat belt on. Put your head down below the 


windows and cover your head with your 
hands and a blanket, coat or cushion if pos- 
sible. If you can safely get noticeably lower 
than the level of the roadway, leave your car 
and lie in that area, covering your head with 
your hands. Do not get under an overpass or 
bridge; you are safer in a low, flat location. 
Watch out for flying debris, which causes 
most fatalities and injuries in a tornado.

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BOSTON - The Massachusetts Senate vot- 
ed unanimously last week to pass a $32.5 bil- 
lion budget for fiscal year 2013 (FY13). The 
spending plan remains consistent with the 
senate’s unfaltering pledge to prioritize fund- 
ing for cities and towns and commitments 
that allow for greater transparency and smart- 
er financial planning for the future. Building 
on lessons from the past, the senate spending 
plan uses a combination of ongoing revenue 
initiatives, one-time resources, spending re- 
ductions, and no new taxes to close a $1.4 
billion budget gap, the smallest budget gap 
the state has faced since fiscal 2008. 

As a result of the senate’s fiscal conservan- 
cy and responsible choices in previous years, 
this budget increases spending from fiscal 
2012, allows for the restoration of some pain- 
ful cuts from previous years, and makes new 
targeted investments. The prudent choices 
made by the Legislature in recent years are 
also reflected by the state’s highest bond rat- 
ing in history and its continued commitment 
to rebuilding our rainy day fund, which is on 
track to reach a projected balance of $1.2 bil- 
lion by the end of FY 2013. 

“The senate continued to make tough de- 
cisions as we debated the fiscal 2013 bud- 
get this year,’ said Welch. “Throughout the 
process, we prioritized essential services and 
programs. I supported amendments aimed 
at bringing resources to communities in the 
Hampden District.” 

Welch filed amendment 477, which in- 
creased funding to local councils on aging 
to ensure grants that allocate $7 per elder. 
This additional funding will help to preserve 
vital programs like home meals delivery. 
Welch supported amendments that increased 
funding for the METCO program, Regional 
Transportation Services, Emergency Food 
Assistance, and the per night reimbursement 
rate for homeless shelters, which will have a 
direct impact on shelters serving the Hamp- 
den District. 

The hallmark of this budget is the senate’s 
continuing commitment to its municipal part-

ners by boosting investments in Unrestricted 
General Government Aid (UGGA), Chapter 
70, and the Special Education Circuit Break- 
er, the three largest sources of direct state aid 
to cities, towns, and school districts. 

The senate increases funding for local 
aid by $275.4 million over FY 2012 pro- 
jected spending, including $900 million for 
unrestricted local aid. Chapter 70 funding 
is increased to $4.17 billion, ensuring that 
all school districts receive at least an addi- 
tional $40 per pupil in aid. Regional School 
Transportation is also increased by $2 million 
over the Senate Ways and Means Committee 
proposal to $45.52 million. Additionally, the 
senate fully funds the state’s obligation for 
Special Education Circuit Breaker at $242.2 
million for first time since FY 2008, ensuring 
that students with special needs receive the 
services and education they deserve. 

The senate makes critical contributions to 
education initiatives across the state targeting 
economic and community development and 
making key investments that will help better 
prepare citizens for continuing education and 
to enter the workforce. 

The budget calls for increased oversight 
of community colleges, incorporating input 
from industry officials and vocational-techni- 
cal schools to ensure they are best equipped to 
adapt to the changing job opportunities in the 
Commonwealth. Furthermore, it establishes 
the Office of Coordination within the Depart- 
ment of Higher Education to serve as a clear- 
inghouse for all training opportunities provid- 
ed by public higher education institutions. 

In another effort to aid cities and towns, 
the senate approved $5 million for the state’s 
community preservation trust fund. This fund- 
ing is in addition to the Senate Committee on 
Ways and Means’ language that strengthens 
the Community Preservation Act (CPA), 
which allows municipalities to establish a 
fund to support local needs by expanding the 
use of these funds to rehabilitate and restore 
existing outdoor parks, other recreational 
resources, and support affordable housing. 
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Furthermore, changes authorize the use of al- 
ternative municipal revenues to supplement a 
reduced CPA property tax surcharge. 

Most importantly, these new investments 
do not come at the cost of our neediest resi- 
dents. This budget continues to prioritize 
essential services for our most vulnerable 
citizens. The budget includes a provision to 
maintain mental health services, ensuring 
all regions of the state have access to care 
and includes funding to maintain 72 beds 
at Taunton State Hospital, an increase of 27 
beds from the original committee proposal, 
until a study of public and private behavioral 
health services is completed. 

It also increases funding for elder protec- 
tive services, substance abuse services, inde- 
pendent living centers, and the department of 
veterans services. And it includes increased 
support for our emergency food banks and 
our veterans. 

The budget also makes strides to address 
homelessness and move toward a common 
goal to reduce reliance on the shelter system 
as the primary response to housing instability. 
The plan focuses on reallocating resources to 
other proven housing programs and reversing 
years of over-reliance on hotels and motels. 
The plan preserves the safety net for home- 
less families and does not limit the amount 
of time a family can stay in shelter. It also 
expands the circumstances in which a fam- 
ily that is evicted from housing can access 
emergency assistance. Most importantly, the 
senate budget mandates housing search assis- 
tance for families receiving emergency assis- 
tance, in both shelters and motels. 

This budget provides $750,000 for a new 
State Police Public Benefit Fraud Unit that 
will be charged with working with other lo- 
cal, state, and federal authorities to inves- 
tigate and pursue cases where benefits in- 
tended to help our neediest families are being 
misused. Furthermore, this budget requires 
all stores that accept cash assistance benefits 
to post a sign explaining where to report 
fraud and expands the list of restricted items 
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that cannot be purchased with cash assistance 
benefits and directs the Inspector General to 
conduct a survey to uncover inconsistent or 
contradictory information that is provided by 
cash benefit recipients. 

In the wake of years of fiscal challenges 
and reduction in services, municipalities have 
faced a myriad of obstacles and public safety 
has remained at the top of that list. In an ef- 
fort to address this, the senate budget recom- 
mends investing in three key programs: Shan- 
non Grants, which help maintain partnerships 
at the local level to address the root causes of 
gang violence; the Safe and Successful Youth 
Initiative, which targets services to youth that 
have been identified as most likely to be crim- 
inally involved; and support for municipal 
police staffing in cities with the highest crime 
rates where violent crime have increased as 
police staffing has decreased. 

The senate also unanimously passed an 
amendment to increase public safety by 
closing a drunk-driving loophole that was 
exposed by a Supreme Judicial Court rul- 
ing last week. The language would enhance 
penalties for repeat drunk drivers and ensure 
that individuals who are convicted, had a case 
continued without a finding after an admis- 
sion to sufficient facts for a finding of guilty, 
or who is assigned to an alcohol or controlled 
substance education, treatment, or rehabilita- 
tion program would be subject to penalties 
for repeat drunk driving offenses. 

This budget proposal was crafted as the 
Commonwealth prepares to enter the fifth 
year of unprecedented fiscal challenges. 
Fiscal year 2013 saw a small but significant 
projected revenue increase of 4.47 percent. 
This proposal ensures that the investments 
made here will maximize our growth for the 
future. The legislature will now appoint a six- 
member conference committee to work out 
the differences between the house and senate 
versions of the budget before sending it to the 
governor for his final approbation.

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Agawam nurse finds work 
challenging, rewarding 


SPRINGFIELD — Not every nurse enters 
the profession right after nursing school. 

Some enter the workforce later in life, 
like Nancy Theriault, RN, of Agawam, who 
waited until her children were older. Work- 
ing first as a medical surgical nurse, The- 
riault eventually found her way to hospice 
nursing at Baystate Visiting Nurse Associa- 
tion & Hospice in Springfield. 

“I enjoy helping families at the most cru- 
cial time in their lives. Everyone at some 
point is going to lose a close family member, 
and I know that I can help them get through 
this painful time,” said Theriault. 

During National Nurses Week, May 6-12, 
the work of America’s 3.1 million registered 
nurses like Theriault to maintain the health 
of millions of individuals was celebrated 
throughout Baystate Health and around the 
country. This year’s theme, “Nurses: Advo- 
cating, Leading, Caring,’ was designed to 
raise awareness of the value of nursing — the 
nation’s largest health care profession — and 
help educate the public about the role nurses 
play in meeting the health care needs of a 
diverse population. 

Theriault said she finds hospice nursing to 
be “very rewarding and challenging.” 

“You never know what situation you will 
be faced with when you walk into someone’s 
home each day, so you must always be pre- 
pared,” she said. 

“Staying calm is key as a hospice nurse. 
You also need to remove yourself person- 
ally from what is happening, because it’s not 
about you, it’s all about your patient and the 
family,” she added. 

Theriault noted that hospice and home 
care nursing is a field which requires you to 
spend more time with your patients provid- 
ing on-on-one care for each of them. 

“For example, all patients have different 
needs and being able to focus all of your ef- 
forts on one patient at a time in their home 
allows for fewer interruptions. Your goal is 
to keep your patient as comfortable as pos- 
sible,” she said. 

Sponsored by the American Nurses Asso- 
ciation, National Nurses Week was devoted 
to highlighting the many ways in which reg- 
istered nurses are working to improve health 
care. Often described as an art and a science, 
nursing is a profession that embraces dedi- 
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cated people with varied interests, strengths 
and passions because of the many oppor- 
tunities the profession offers from work- 
ing in hospitals to school-based clinics and 
long-term care facilities, to mention just a 
few. And, nurses have many roles from staff 
nurse to educator to nurse practitioner and 
nurse researcher. 

While Theriault said she would recom- 
mend nursing to anyone considering a career 
in health care, she doesn’t recommend hos- 
pice nursing for anyone coming directly out 
of nursing school. 

“Its a good idea to get some experience 
behind you working in other fields of nursing 
first. Coming right out of school as a hospice 
nurse, you would be faced with situations 
that are unfamiliar to you, and you will not 
have the support from other nurses or doc- 
tors who are available on a regular nursing 
unit,’ she added. 

National Nurses Week began on May 6, 
also known as National Nurses Day, and 
ended on May 12, the birthday of Florence 
Nightingale, founder of nursing as a mod- 
ern profession. During that week, registered 
nurses throughout the country and at Bay- 
state Health were honored in several ways 
including displays of research conducted by 
Baystate nurses, a nursing gala and awards 
ceremony, and various educational activi- 
ties.

for Humanity and was in need of an event 
that could be held at the beginning of the 
summer.

She has been to the likes of Alaska and Bermuda, the 
Netherlands, Greenland and Iceland, she said. Within the 
continental U.S., she took a bus trip to Tennessee to visit 
Dollywood and the Grand Ol’e Opery and another to Bran- 
son, Mo., to take in the shows plus the Indianapolis Speed- 
way on the way down, and Churchill Downs — home of the 
Kentucky Derby — on the way back. 

She takes over 5,000 photos when she travels and even 
chronicles her journey in a notebook for posterity. 

In Iceland, for example, she traveled through an ice field 
in a duck boat. 

“We were divided into two groups and ... boarded duck 
boats for a very bumpy ride to the water,’ she wrote. “We 
then experienced the joy of passing through large chunks 
(iceburgs) of the glacier ice which had broken (calfed) off. 
They were a magnificent landscape of dazzling white on 
white with blue accents punctuated by shadows of light. 
Those that had flipped over appeared a bright blue. One has 
to experience this adventure and then, when it is over, it is 
like a distant dream.” 

The dream stays alive in her photographs, however. Schil- 
ling-Nordal said she likes taking photos not only of local 
monuments and architecture, but also the people. 

“What I like best about traveling is the ability to see dif- 
ferent countries and how people live,’ she said. When asked 
about how many places she’s visited over the years — she 
started sightseeing in 1965 — she just said, “I’m well trav- 
eled... There are so many people who miss out on things by 
not traveling.” 

Despite being so cultured, there is one place she hasn’t 
been, and it isn’t all that far away. 

“I haven’t gone to the Grand Canyon,” she said, adding she 
one day hopes to visit the landmark. 

Up until two years ago, she had also never visited Ber- 
muda. 

“It was too close; we always figured we could go there,” 
she said. 

A number of her photos will be on display at the Agawam 
Public Library in June, and she urges anyone interested in 
traveling or life abroad to stop by to take a look. Viewing will 
be during regular library hours. The exhibit will be located 
on the gallery walls and glass cases on both levels of the li- 
brary and on top of the book stacks on the lower levels.

lay this year because both her mother and brother died from 
cancer. Her mother died at age 55 and her brother at age 42. 

“May 19 was my brother’s birthday and it just felt so right to 
do the walk,’ Sheehan said. 

Sheehan was captain of Team Faith. The 15-member team 
included Sheehan’s relatives from as far away as Boston as 
well as friends, colleagues, and even some of her students. The 
team name came from Sheehan’s belief that having faith will 
help lead to a cure for cancer. 

“My family has been hit so hard with cancer. We also have 
friends who are currently struggling with cancer. I feel that if 
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we keep having events like this, that faith will prevail and there 
will be a cure.” 

Sheehan’s team raised more than $500, but she plans to 
participate again next year. She also wants to hold more fund- 
raising events and wants to get more AHS staff and students 
actively involved in many aspects of the Relay. 

“I’m very passionate about this because I miss my family so 
much,’ said Sheehan. “I look forward to the day when no one 
will have to go through the pain and suffering of having cancer 
and/or losing people they love to it.” 


Luminarias honor cancer victims 

She said one of the best parts of the Relay was the lumi- 
naria ceremony when white bags with candles inside were lit 
as darkness fell. Each bag was personalized with the name of a 
cancer victim and lined up on the inside of the track. 

As part of the luminaria ceremony, bags spelling out the 
words “hope” and “cure” were placed in the track bleachers. 
They were illuminated with glow sticks as Relay participants 
read a brief description of what each letter in the words sym- 
bolize in the fight against cancer. 

Once all the letters were lit, participants paraded in silence 
around for several laps around the track — which was illumi- 
nated only by the candles inside the bags — to honor cancer 
victims. 

“The walk was absolutely beautiful,’ said Sheehan. “But 
what was even more impressive was that the Relay brought 
together all types of the different people who were strangers 
when we walked in, but who became like family before we left. 
We shared stories and discovered that we are not alone in our 
battle against cancer.” 

Joanne Lyne, co-captain of Team Inspire, said the luminaria 
bags gave her the feeling that everyone who was at the Re- 
lay was there for an important purpose -- especially at 4 a.m. 
“You're tired and your feet hurt. Then you just look around the 
track at all the luminaria bags with the names of people with 
cancer. Seeing those bags and thinking of those people kept us 
going strong for those who can’t.”

who died to protect their nation, but 
it’s also a day to celebrate the free- 
doms those men and women fought 
to preserve during those wars. 

“It’s important for us to honor our 
vets,” said Richard Jendza, as he sat 
on Main Street near the Veteran’s 
Green. “They are our unsung heroes. 
They sacrificed for us, so the least 
we can do is take one day a year to 
appreciate what they did.” 

The Agawam Memorial Day pa- 
rade — a tradition that has been held 
for more than 100 years - stepped 
off at 10:30 a.m. from town hall and 
wound its way up Main Street to the 
Veterans Green where a special ob- 
servance was held. 

Along the parade route residents 
waved flags to show their pride or 
reflected on their own military ser- 
vice as they waited for the parade. 

Bill Washburn, a U.S. Navy veter- 
an who survived the war in Vietnam, 
is one of those veterans. He makes 
it a point to attend the parade every 
year to honor his deceased com- 
rades. This year, he almost didn’t 
make it. 

“I had a stroke in September, so I 
wasn’t sure I would be able to attend. 
But I’m glad I did,” said Washburn 
as he sat with his family in front of 
the Captain Leonard House. 

“Memorial Day is a very impor- 
tant day for me,’ said Washburn, 
who served on the U.S.S. Halsey in 
the Gulf of Tonkin where he helped 
to rescue downed pilots. “We take a 
lot of our freedoms for granted. Un- 
less you’re a veteran or have been 
involved in the life of a veteran, you 
really don’t understand the sacrifices 
our military members have made.” 

Washburn added that he comes 
to the parade and ceremony on the 
green each year to honor those vet- 
erans who died and to show his re- 
spect to all other veterans. 

Aldo Mancini, chair of Agawam’s 
Veterans Council, said Memorial 
Day is a solemn occasion that re- 
members the many members of our 
nation’s armed forces whose selfless 
sacrifices helped to protect the free- 
dom citizens enjoy every day. 

Mancini, a veteran of the Viet- 
nam War era, added that many vet- 
erans paid the ultimate price while 
defending the U.S. He added that 
unlike Veterans Day, which honors 
all veterans, Memorial Day is day 
to specifically honor those military 
personnel who died while serving 
their country. 

“Thats why we have an obliga- 
tion as citizens to take time on Me- 
morial Day to remember and honor 
our fallen veterans,” he said. 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen said that 


while Memorial Day is a day off 
from work for many people — and a 
day that many people consider the 
start of the summer season — it’s not 
just a day to have a barbeque or a 
picnic. 

“Agawam has long tradition of 
holding a parade and having many 
public observances on Memorial 
Day to honor those veterans who 
served — and made the ultimate sac- 
rifice. It’s day that we should all set 
aside each year to remember those 
military members who died so that 
we can continue to be a free na- 
tion.” 

Cohen added that the public often 
forgets that many other countries 
around the globe are still fighting 
wars so their citizens can have the 
liberties that Americans enjoy. 

“Memorial Day is a time for all of 
us to stop, think, and remember that 
our independence has been paid for 
with the high price of human lives. 
We must never, never forget those 
who lost their lives fighting for the 
rights and freedoms we enjoy every 


day.” 
In addition the many town groups 
and service organizations that 


marched in the parade, a number 
of youth organizations also partici- 
pated. 

Mancini said it’s important to in- 
volve youngsters in the town parade 
and other observances that marked 
the holiday that honored the nation’s 
departed defenders. He added that 
“it’s a good thing” for the town’s 
children to be involved every year so 
that they have a better understanding 
about the significance of Memorial 
Day. 

During the ceremony on the green, 
there was a flag-raising service per- 
formed by local members of the 
armed forces and a wreath-laying 
service in front of the monuments 
honoring those Agawam residents 
who died in World War I, World War 
II, the Korean War, and in Vietnam. 

Mancini, Cohen, Agawam Vet- 
erans Agent Richard Girard, State 
Sen. Michael Knapik, R-Westfield, 
and state Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R- 
Southwick, were among those who 
spoke during the ceremony. 

The Agawam Veterans Council 
assists Girard and his office in plan- 
ning the town’s annual Memorial 
Day and Veterans Day observances. 
In addition to Girard and Mancini, 
other members of the council in- 
clude Ronald Hamel (vice chair), 
Christopher Sanchez, Beverly Fol- 
lis, Richard Karem, Frank Mazzei, 
Frank Pignitare, Fran Curnow, and 
Priscilla Peterson.

HOLYOKE - A high school guidance counselor once told 
Peter DeBarros to find a good job because he wasn’t cut out 
for college. For many years, he believed it. 

At 19, he started working for the Connecticut Department 
of Developmental Services. At 22, he transferred to the De- 
partment of Corrections, where he worked for more than 20 
years. 

In 2006, at nearly 40, he finally decided to test that prem- 
ise. He signed up for one class at HCC, English, with Prof. 
Elizabeth Trobaugh. “If it wasn’t for her,’ he recalls, “I 
would have probably called it quits and figured, you know 
what, maybe I’m not college material. But she has a real 
sweet spirit about her. She always cared about her students, 
and that’s what I needed.” 

And that’s all it took. While still working as a corrections 
officer, DeBarros chipped away at the course prerequisites 
for HCC’s nursing program. In September 2010, he retired 
from the Department of Corrections and entered the nursing 
program. On May 26, he will be among more than 1,000 
graduates at HCC’s 65th Commencement, receiving his as- 
sociate of science degree in nursing. 

DeBarros, who lives in Agawam with his wife and two 
teenage children, will graduate with high honors and a GPA 
of 3.8. He is a member of Phi Theta Kappa, the national 
college honor society, and the Green Key Honor Society at 
HCC. “The college has given me so much as far as just the 
opportunity to believe in myself,’ says DeBarros. “Green 
Key has given me an opportunity to give back by being a 
spokesman for the school.”

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nursing program is based, DeBarros is known as a serious 
student with a great sense of humor. He says he’d set his 
sights on nursing before ever taking a college class. “I fig- 
ured there was more to life than corrections,” he says. “I had 
a love for people.” 

As a second career after retirement, nursing also seemed 
to him a secure and marketable job during tough economic 
times. Things changed for him, however, once he began his 
clinical rotations, working with real patients in medical set- 
tings. “I was extremely afraid of clinicals,’ DeBarros said. 
“I had never had any medical experience. But just seeing the 
actual person in the bed — it just turned for me. I knew there 
was a greater calling in my life.” 

DeBarros plans to pursue a bachelor’s degree in nursing 
science at either Elms College or UMass, but that will have 
to wait until the fall of 2013, he said. 

He hopes to continue working for Mercy Hospital in 
Springfield where he has been doing an internship and will 
be back on the HCC campus next fall taking statistics and 
other courses he can apply toward his bachelor’s degree. 

Ultimately, DeBarros would like to do mission nursing, 
inspired by the work of his church in Agawam, the Church 
of Redemption, which supports both a ministry in India and 
a rescue mission in Springfield. “I know it may sound like a 
cliché — people ask you why you want to be a nurse and ev- 
erybody says, oh, just to help people, but, for me, it’s really 
who I am. Even if it’s just getting somebody a pitcher of wa- 
ter or being able to console someone who is going through a 
tough time. That’s where my heart is.”
